T: is obſerved, that frequent Ex. * Henry * Corniſh, 2 ' Perſon well 


by ſufficient Evidence, that he was 
at 4 Veeting, where divers Treaſon- 
able Propoſals were tendered ; and 
that he was not only conaiving, but 
conſenting thereto ; to which, he 
only producing Evidence to prove 
- His Behauiour, & was upon full 
Evidence inthat Caſe found Guilty, 
and received Sentence as in Caſe of 
High-T reaſon. On Monday the 19th, 
of this Inſtant Ofober, 1685, 
at the place aforeſaid, after which , 
being reconveyed to the County 
Goal of Newgate, he. become very 
ſenſible of approaching Death ; 
ſpending the time allowed him, in 
order to prepare himſelf for a future 
State in Pious Devotions, appearing 
much concerned at the miſery that 
had befallen him; confeffing 
his fins had provoked the Almi 
to ſufer him to run 1nto thoſe 
leſs ways, that had brought him ia 
the end, to ſhame and diſgrace; and 
ſo continued very penitent : 'When 
on Fridey the 23th. of OFober, purſi 
ant to a Warrant figned for his 
Execution, he was couveyed by the 
Sheritfs Officers to a Gibbet fer up 
for that -purpoſe,, between. Azes- 
ſtreet and Saeriemp in Cheapp ; 
and there after the on of 
{ome Prayers, and the like, Execu- 
ted according to Law. 

Wiliam Ring, being tryed af

ment he was to- undergo had fallen 
upon him ; and that he deſired no- 
thing more, than to bear it with 
patience : He was often obferved'to 
pray both puiblickly -and privately 
whulſt he was in Newgate, and to 
ask Queſtions as to his eternal ſtate 
of ſuch as came to viſit him, and 
continued in a moderate temper,ſen- 
ſible of his offerce ; But his Majeſty 
was pleaſed, out of this Royal Cle-

much defirous of Life ar ff as itis 
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ſuppoſed, flattering hes ſelf with 
hopes of a Pardon ; but finding her 
oftence admitted of no mercy, ſhe 
ſeriouſly reflefted on her Latter End, 
often lifting her Eyes towards Hea- 
yen, and extending her Arms, deſt- 
ring the God of infinite mercies t9 
pardon her fins, and blot out all her 
rranfgrefſions ; giving him praile 
that he had taught her to number 
her days, intreating. him that ſhe 
might apply her heart to Wiſdom, 
and was often obſerved to retire, as 
much as the conveniency of the 
place would permit, and pray ro her 
ſelf contiguing that ſtate, till the day 
according to its ſpecification in the 
Warrant came for her Execution : 
When being conveyed to Tyburz,the 
common place of Execution, ſhe 
was faſtened with a Cord to aiPoſt 
4 midſt a Pile of Baggots, which be. 
ing fet on fire after ſhe had been a 
: While ſtrangled, ſhe was thereby re- 
duced to Aſhes. 

Edward Linſey, of the Pariſh of 
St.. Alhallows Barkin,: was Indicted 
the laft Sons at Juſftice-Hall in the 
04 Bayly for deſerting his Colours; 


iter his lizving betaken himſelf to Iy 


his Majefties ſervice, and received 
three \Hiltiogs fixpeace Pay, which, 
being proved' againit | him,, he was 
found Guilty, and Sentenced to dye, 
when upon his return fo_Newgate,

neither Pardon nor ReÞrieve he be-" 


came ſomewhat ſerious, and began 
70 refle&t upon his paſt i]|-ſpent life, 
ſaying, he had been a grievous fſin- 
ner, and that for his many Enormi- 
ties, God had brought him to ſhame

Richard Hucker, berg tryed and 
found guilty, for Robinyz cne Ar- 
tour Anflow on the High-Way, and 
tzking trom him divers things of 
value, received Sentence, and with 
the relt being; rconveyed to Newgate 
became more than ordinarily con- 
cerned at the near approach of 
Death, being much deſirous to live, 
asking divers rhat came to viſit him, 
if chey thought he ſhould be pardon- 
ed ; bat finding the day of diſfoluti» * 
on at hand without any appearance 
of ſuch Grace and Favour ; his 
Crime being of too high a Nature to 
admit his longer continuance on 
Earth ; he much bewailed his un- 
happy State, ſaying, that bad Com- 
pany had inticed and drawn him a- 
way by degrees of ſin, till he be- 
came bold therein ; but that God by 
this aflition had madehim ſenſible 
of his Latter End, and that he way 
but Duſt.; therefore he earneſtly 
adviſed all that heard him, or beheld 


the ſad Example be was made, in 
forfeiting his Life to offended Jus 
ſtice, thereby to take warning, a

tend&af Death : When returning to 
Newgare, in order to expett the Ex- 
ecution of that Sentence; he appear- 
ed very much concerned at his mif- 
fortune a nd more for the Blood he

ty, of FARSI dont and Pro- 


phaneneſs ; for which, he verily be- 
lieved 
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lieved, that God being highly offen- 
ded with him, had ſuffered him to 
commit a Crime puniſhable with 
Death, yet he nevertheleſs hoped for 
mercy at the hands of his Creator, 
and that he ſhould be ſaved, through 
the meritorious Death and Paſſion 
of his Dear and Compaſſionate 
Saviour, deſiring the Prayers of 
his Viſitants; thar God would 
ftrengthen him patiently to undergo 
the puniſhment which for bis of- 
fence the Law ſfiould 'inflit upon 
him, being obſerved at ſundry times 
to give good heed and attention to 
ſuch expreſfions as were delivered, 
relating to his Eternal Well fare, 
and ſocontinued to the laſt.

of her ſins : She faid ſhe had been 
well Educated, and brought up by 
careful and indulgent Parents, but 
benget a rambling Diſpoſition ; it 
was her misfortune tobe over-come 
with fair Words to yield to lawleſs 
Embraces, but hoped God would 
forgive her that, and her other fol- 
leys; ” pleaſed out of his Royal Cle- 
mency and Mercy, to grant to her 
a Gracious Reprieve. 

. On. the 23:4. of Offober, 1685. 
Richatd Hooker, Elizabeth Gant © 
Samuel Prefby andThomas Crompton, 
were conveyed to Tyburn; and there 
after prayinga while, and the uſual 
Ceremonies performed, they were 
Executed according to Sentence. 

' The reſt, whoſe Names are not 
herein mentioned, but were Sentgn- 
ced the laſt Seſſions, received a Gra-. 
cious Reprieve. 
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
